Claims Nos.: 26-31 , 35-39 because they relate to subject matter not required to be searched 
by this Authority, namely: 

Although claims 26-28 and 35-39 are directed to a therapeutic method of treatment of the 
human/animal body, a search has been carried out and is based on the alleged effects of the 
composition. 

Claims 29-31: see lower paragraph 

Claims Nos.: 3, 4, 6-8, 10, 17, 19-23, 25, 29-34 because they relate to parts of the 
international application that do not comply with the prescribed requirements to such an 
extent that no meaningful international search can be carried out, specifically: 

The characterization of a formulation by its pH is function-orientated (claims 3, 4, 6, 7, 17, 
19). 

A material-inherent description of a packing equipment is insufficient (claims 8,10); it should 
be replaced by the determination of compounds being used. 
A pharmaceutical preparation has to be characterized by present features; thus a 
characterization of such a preparation by its purity from alkaline residues is not allowed 
(claims 20, 21). It is recommended to reformulate said claims as product-by-process claims 
(Pharmaceutical preparation produced by a process according to claims ...). 
Characterization of a pharmaceutical preparation by its packing is not allowed (claims 22, 23). 
A claim directed to the use of a closed system cannot be characterized by either a 
manufacturing process for pure ganciclovir crystals (claim 25) or its use in the treatment of 
immunosuppressed patients (claims 29-31). 

A product, namely crystals of ganciclovir cannot be characterized by process steps (claims 
32-34). 
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
